Sanetification, as a definite wérk of 
grace subsequent to regeneration, has. 
ever had its opposers. The reason a 
person would want to oppose sucha 
wonderful experience is indeed a mys- 
tery. -It rather seems that the whole 
human race would want ‘to get rid of 
a nature that makes men mean and 
cross disturbers of the peace of others. 

In order to relegate sanctification 
from the eatalogue of. the Christian 
graces and experiences its opposers 
will resort to the most unreasonable 
methods. They say it is not a Bible 
doctrine, theygneer at the very name, 
they become bitter in their denuncia- 
tion of those who claim the experienee, 
they resort to an unfair application of 
the Scriptures to prove there is noth- 
ing to it, and almost every conceivable 
argument is presented! to put it away 
from the reach of men. 


But with all the oppositions, it has 
its place as a  Seriptural doctrine. 
Paul was a holiness preacher, and it 
is from him we get much of our in- 
formation that leads us into the ex- 
perience. ‘“‘Having’ therefore these 
promisés, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness' of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of the Lord.” (2 Cor. 7:1.) 

The promises referred to in this 
verse are named in the closing of the 
preceding chapter, They ar@® promis- 
es of sonship and the divine indwell- 
ing upon the condition of separation 
from the sinful and the unclean. The 
persons addressed were believers, and 


hence were called “dearly beloved: ): 


They were most solemnly urged to 
seek a purified nature and. to live a 
purified life. It will not be anything 
out of the way to briefly notice a few 
things in connection with our subject. 


Many persons seem to have great 
trouble with the teaching that con- 
version does. not necessarily imply en- 
tire cleansing. They cry out in sur- 
prise, Can God ‘do a partial work? If 
He converts a soul, is not the change 
perfected? Does it not dishonor Go 
to suppose that when He converts 
soul an additional work is necessary 
to complete the reconstruction? To 
these and many other questions of 
the same import it may be answered 
that it is not God’s plan to do the en- 
tire work of salvation at once, or else 
conversion, and entire sanctification 
as well,‘would be coetaneous with 
awakening. But awakening precedes 
conversion, and for the same reason 
entire purification succeeds conversion, 
and the baptism of the Holy Ghost fol- 
lows entire sanctification. And there 
can be no doubt that the eomplete- 
ness of the work in these several 
stages is measured by the de. 
gree of conformity to the conditions 
upon which God acts. He does, in 
every case, a perfect work up to the 
measure in whigh the conditions are 
met.. When the Creator grows an oak 
tree upon a barren and sterile place 
it is as perfect as the conditions will 
allow, though it is scrubby, knotty, 
and almost worthless. When He 
tows. the same tree on a fertile and 


_# suitable soil it is sound, tall, comely, 


“and useful for many valuable purposes. 
Some times He.grows the oak on a 
fertile soil, raising it to large and 
beautiful proportions, but from some 


unknown cause the beautiful creation 


is rotten at the heart, hollow and use- 
less. Among the animal creations 
there are many defective ones. Very 
few are perfect in symmetry and fm, 
and fill the mold of perfect specimens 
of their kind. It is not s , there- 
forg, ey there should very great 
defection in the gracious work Qrought 
in believers by the Holy Ghost, since 
this work is conditioned’ upon the be- 
liever’s own conduct and faith. As 
the Creator makes all He can, or all 
that is possible, out of the tree grow- 
ing in sterile soil, so He works in be- 
lievers all the possibilities of their 
condition, And because the conditions 
of entire safictification are met in dif- 
ferent degrees by believers, corre- 
sponding degrees or m@asures of grace 
* are received, enjoyed and lived. Hence, 
the Christians addressed in the text, 
like the great body of believers to-day, 
were not entirely cleansed, but were 
earnestly urged to seek for it. 
Another implication of the verse is, 
that, believers may be entirely cleans- 
ed. Cleansing is an eliminating pro- 
cess, a process of removing filthiness 
from the things cleansed. The process 
of covering up uncleanness and letting 
it remain in the thing called cleansed 
is contrary to the thought expressed. 
Greek scholars tell us that the verb 
used here is the same that is used in 
the gospels to express the cleansing or 
healing of the lepers. When the 
iepers were cleansed their disease was 
not concealed by some covering, but 
was verily and truly removed from the 
system. Their flesh came again as the
